Your  assignment  is  to  create,  in  the  space  provided  on  page  3,  a visual 
representation  of  one  of  the  previous  Shakespearean  phrases.  Your  representation  may  be 
in  the  form  of  a collage,  a drawing,  a painting,  a poster,  or  another  visual  form  of  your 
choice.  Your  finished  product  must  be  original.  There  should  be  a clear  relationship 
between  the  phrase  and  the  visual.  Avoid  creating  a random  set  of  images.  Instead,  make 
sure  that  the  images  “work  together”  to  convey  a central  idea  or  impression.  Consider  the 
impact  your  visual  makes  upon  an  audience.

2.  In  Section  1,  Lesson  1,  you  read  aloud  and  discussed  three  passages  from  Romeo  and  Juliet. 
What  general  observations  can  you  make  about  Shakespeare’s  verse? 
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3.  In  Section  1,  Lesson  2,  you  read  the  prologue  to  Romeo  and  Juliet.  Rewrite  the  prologue  in 
modern-day  language. 
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4. 


In  Section  1,  Lesson  3,  you  studied  figures  of  speech.  One  of  the  response  questions  asked 
you  to  find  at  least  three  figures  of  speech  in  Act  1 , Scene  2,  and  to  label  each  as  metaphor, 
simile,  hyperbole,  or  personification.  You  were  also  asked  to  explain  the  effect  of  each  figure 
of  speech. 


For  this  assignment,  you  must  find  two  vivid  examples  of  metaphor,  two  of  simile,  two  of 
hyperbole,  and  two  of  personification  in  the  other  four  scenes  of  Act  1 — eight  figures  of 
speech  in  all.  Don’t  choose  examples  from  Act  1,  Scene  2. 


Once  you  are  satisfied  with  your  choices,  complete  the  chart  that  begins  on  page  8 by  giving 
the  scene  and  line  references,  identifying  the  figure  of  speech,  and  discussing  the  effect  of 
each  of  your  examples. 


Before  you  complete  your  assignment,  review  the  following.

□ I checked  to  make  sure  I understood  the  meanings  of  the  four  figures  of  speech. 

□ I chose  the  eight  figures  of  speech  from  one  or  more  of  the  following  scenes  of  Act  1 : 
1,  3,  4,  and  5.  (I  avoided  Scene  2.) 

□ I chose  two  examples  of  metaphor,  two  of  simile,  two  of  hyperbole,  and  two  of 
personification. 

□ I neatly  organized  my  information  and  discussion  in  a chart. 

□ I proofread  my  final  copy.

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Section  2 Assignment:  Romeo  and  Juliet  (Part  2) 

Read  all  parts  of  your  assignment  carefully  and  record  your  answers  in  the  appropriate 
places. 

1.  In  Section  2,  Lesson  1,  you  were  given  exercises  that  enabled  you  to  think  about  how  you 
would  adapt  Shakespeare's  written  text  for  the  stage  or  screen.  Listed  are  two  Group  Work 
exercises  you  worked  on.  Note:  The  original  activities  have  been  slightly  modified  to  suit  the 
puiposes  of  this  particular  assignment. 

Instructions:  Read  questions  a.  and  b.  Respond  to  each  series  of  questions  in  paragraph 
format,  making  certain  your  comments  are  original,  precise,  and  clear.  Remember  to  link 
sentences  together  with  transitions.  Vary  the  stmcture  of  your  sentences,  especially  the 
beginning  phrases. 

a.  Act  2,  Scene  5,  lines  29  to  35 

The  nurse’s  words  in  lines  29  and  30,  “Can  you  not  stay  a while?  / Do  you  not  see  that  I 
am  out  of  breath?”  cause  Juliet  to  repeat  the  word  “breath”  three  times  in  the  next  two 
lines. 

• What  tone  would  you  have  Juliet  use  for  lines  31  to  35? 

• What  words  would  you  have  Juliet  emphasize? 

• How  would  you  have  Juliet  position  her  body? 

• Where  would  she  stand  in  relation  to  the  nurse? 

• In  what  ways  would  the  nurse's  voice  be  different  from  Juliet’s? 

• What  expression  would  the  nurse  have  on  her  face? 

b.  End  of  Act  2,  Scene  6 

By  the  beginning  of  Act  3,  Romeo  and  Juliet  are  married.  However,  Shakespeare  does 
not  include  the  wedding  ceremony  as  part  of  his  play.  Instead,  it  “happens”  between 
Act  2 and  Act  3.  Some  stage  and  screen  adaptations  include  the  ceremony. 

• If  you  were  adapting  this  play  for  the  screen  or  the  stage,  would  you  include  the 
wedding  ceremony?  Why  or  why  not? 

• What  are  the  potential  difficulties? 

• If  the  wedding  were  to  be  included,  what  would  be  gained?  What  would  be  lost? 
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Before  you  submit  your  composition,  review  the  following  information.

In  Section  2,  you  read  and  responded  to  Acts  2 and  3 of  Romeo  and  Juliet.  In  this  assignment, 
select  one  of  the  following  passages  taken  from  Act  2 or  Act  3. 


Passage  One:  Act  2,  Scene  3,  lines  1 to  30 — “The  grey-eyed  mom  . . . eats  up  that  plant.” 


Passage  Two:  Act  3,  Scene  3,  lines  29  to  51  — “Heaven  is  here  . . . that  word  ‘banished’?” 


In  a short  composition,  identify  one  of  the  passages  that  you  like  and  think  is  important. 
Discuss  why  you  like  this  passage,  why  it's  important,  and  what  you  think  it  communicates  to 
the  reader  and  viewer. 


Your  response  should  be  a focused  discussion,  elaborating  on  the  significant  ideas  or 
impressions  that  the  passage  communicates  to  you.  Consider  how  figurative  language, 
imagery,  allusion,  rhythm,  mood,  and  other  poetic  techniques  contribute  to  and  convey  ideas 
and  impressions.  Remember  to  integrate  supporting  details  from  the  passage  to  support  the 
points  you  make. 


Before  you  submit  your  composition,  review  the  following  information.
